MR. FREDERIC’s DIARY 


In the wonth ofSepteaber, 1961, a meeting wis held near Mose Point

Accounts of old families, lands in St. James and adjoining parishes of early existence are 
difficult to account for as ancient records no longer are to be found and a picture of those 
long ago days has to be worked out from maps, State Land Papers, copies of Royal French 
Land Grants, census, all of which are not complete. Most ancient records of St. James 
were housed in the Court House in New Orleans district of which the “Acadian Coast" was 
apart. A fire in 1866 destroyed these precious papers. Records kept locally suffered like- 4 
wise from destructive forces as fire, floods, being scattered, lost, eaten by insects. Also 

it is to be noted that claims of pioneers were often put in years after the parties had settled 

on the land and sometimes these claims were not recorded as settlers exchanged lands or moved 
to other regions. It was necessary to renew old French claims when the Spanish regime came 
to Louisiana and also claims had to be renewed when the United States took over. We notice 
that the records of the seventeen forties and seventeen fifties are especially scarce. 


Consulting archives furnished by the Honorable Bona ARSELAULT, the Canadian Historian, 
and his "Histoire et Genealogie des Acadians", we find detailed information on Jean 


MOUTON and his family . 


Jean MOUTON - Doctor of Medicine, born about 1689 in Marseilles, France, the son of lj 
Antoine MOUTON, "maitre d' hotel" of the Count of GRIGNAN. His mother was Jeanne 
MERLASSE. He arrived in Port-Royal, Acadia, about 1708 and was married on January 7th, i 
1711 to Marie GIROUARD (GIROIR) daughter of Alexandre GIROUARD and Marie LEBORGNE 
de BELLE ISLE (BELISLE). i 


Soon after his marriage he established himself in Grand'Pre (St. Charles des Mines) and about 
1730 went to Beaubassin with his family. Two of his sons Jean and Jacques married in 
Beaubassin in 1734, two of his other sons Salvador and Charles established themselves in | 
Port-Royal where Salvador was married in 1752 and his brother Charles acted as a witness. 


Children of Jean MOUTON and Marie GIROUARD born in Grand-Pre were: Jean born 
November 19, 1712; Jacques born about 1714, Charles about 1720; Justinien born May 27, 
1712; Marie-Josephine born January 5, 1722; Marguerite born January 14, 1724; Anne born 
1726; then, when Jean MOUTON and his wife went to Beaubassin, the following children 
were born to them: Louis born about 1731; Pierre born December 30, 1732 and Salvador born 
about 1733. 


The Honorable Bona ARSELAULT gives us information on some of the children of Jean MOUTON 
Chirurgien, and Marie GIROUARD: 


JEAN, Jr. was a gunsmith. He married in Beaubassin on January 19, 1734 Marguerite i 
POIRIER who was the daughter of Louis POIRIER and of Cecile MIGNAULT. Jean Jr. and i 
family lived in Beaubassin. He came to Louisiana probably alone as we have no local records 
on his wife and children. 

/ 
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JACQUES married in Beaubassin on November 9, 1734 Marguerite QUESSY (CAISSY). who 
was the daughter of Pierre QUESSY and Therese MIRANDE. Among their children was a son 
Jean born Feb. 1, 1740. 


Jacques, like his brother Jean, Jr. , lived in Beaubassin. Jacques seems to have died before 
the time of the deportation, 1755. 


SALVADOR married in Port-Royal, on January 24th, 1752, Anne BASTARACHE who was the 
daughter of Jean BASTARACHE and of Angelique RICHARD. 


Witnesses were Charles MOUTON, brother of the groom, Louis GIROIR, Jean BASTARACHE, 
Anseleme BASTARACHE and the Pastor officiating was Father DESCENCLAVES. 


Salvador's wife and family came to Louisiana at an early date. His second wife was Anne 
FOREST whom he married in New Orleans in 1768. 


CHARLES was married about 1760 to Anne COMEAU. A son, George, was born in 1756. 


LOUIS married about 1760 Marie BASTARACHE. Records show that he was at Ristigouche 
Quebec that same year. 


Jean, Salvador, sons of Jean MOUTON, Sr., the Chirurgien, and Marie GIROIR were 
among the earliest Acadians to come to St. James, along the banks of the Mississippi River, - 
the first Acadian Coast. 


About 1766, they were joined by Louis and family and before 1770 by Charles and family. 


Jean and Salvador and families may have been deported on "The Two Brothers" as Captain 

James BEST failed to list the names of the 132 Acadians passengers he had on board his ship. 

Besides the "Two Brothers" which arrived at Charleston, (Charles Town) South Carolina on 
November 17, 1755, the "Dolphin" and the "Endeavor" also the "Cornwallis" arrived that i. 
day with deported Acadians. The "Two Brothers" had 123 Acadians on board, the "Dolphin" eae 
had 121, and the "Endeavor" had 207 Acadians. Governor GLENN was sympathetic towards wae 
the unfortunate people and allowed them to land on December 9, 1755. i 


Few remained in Charleston. Old records list the port as "Charles Town". Many were dis- 

tributed in the Province, some died of distemper and small pox. As they were allowed to 

leave, if they could, some made their way back to Canada while others traversed the great + 
wilderness towards Louisiana where they knew they would meet Franch speaking people. gH 
Using Indian trails, following waterways, with crudely made banks, they traveled as had o : 
done coureurs de BOIS and early explorers, who made their way from Canada to Louisiana. vi 
En route, some met up with Acadians escaping from Georgia. As soon as the Acadians who 

had been deported to Georgia had arrived there, Governor REYNOLDS had beclared their 

banishment because of their religious belief. A reference to such a party leaving Georgia 

is to be found in an article in the South Carolina Gazette, said party leaving May, 1756. 
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On June 16, 1756, Gov. Wm. LYTTELTON reports to the Lords of Trade: (Exclusive of 
Transient parties from Georgia).

We wonder how many of those who escaped headed for Louisiana and, of those, we wonder 
how many reached their goal? How many reached the banks of the Mississippi, above the 
German Coast, the area included in "Les Oumas", the vast area, during the early days of 
the Louisiana Colony, which was situated between the German Coast and Pointe Coupee, 

both banks of the Mississippi River. 


Consulting the passenger lists of the"Dolphin", "Endeavor", and "Cornwellis", we find the 
names of families who were among the first settlers on the Acadian Coast. Many of these 
families left St. James and pioneered the Attakapas regions where, prior to the arrival of 
the Acadians, the area had been visited by French government officials, traders, officers 
as SCIMARS de BELLILE, LaCROIX, who in 1754, brought from the Attakapas four chiefs 
who met with Mr. KERLEREC the Governor of Louisiana, FABRY de LABRUYERE, Joseph 
BLANPIN (BLANPAIN) and early ranchmen as MASSE, BERARD, and SORREL, GREVEM- 
BERG, etc. 


We can thank Rene de SENNEGY for his authentic book on St. James Parish entitled "Une 
Paroisse Louisianaise". This little book written in French is rare indeed, as only a few : 
copies are in existence. It has been translated, but not as yet published, by Miss Pearl : 
SEGURA, Librarian of the Louisiana Room, University of Southwestern Louisiana, Lafayette, if 
Lovisiana. De SENNEGY based his book on authentic Archives of the parish. His motto fe 
was "| love truth: | wish that it be proclaimed" .The book was published in 1877. Author, 4 
professor and priest, he was at St. Michael's in Convent and at Jefferson College from 
1873 to 1883. While "Une Paroisse Louisianaise" is rich in the history of St. James it per- 
tains more to the East Bank than the West Bank of the parish. 


De SENNEGY times the arrival of the first Acadians between the years 1754-1759. This 
i is not surprising as the tense situation in Acadia had been going on since years before the 
; climax occurred; the tragic deportation of 1755 which made history. Acadians had been 
leaving Acadia and going to Canada and from there to join French speaking people of 
Louisiana. 


Consulting early church records of Point Coupee, we find many Acadian names prior to 1755 
also in the records of St. James Catholic Church, the first Acadian church which dates prior 
to 1757. 


The first register in existence at St. James Church starts with page 57 and the entry is number- 

ed as 34. The date is 1757. This book may have had predecessors or entries may have been 

listed on loose leaves carried by early Missionaries who visited the area betw2en the German 

‘Coast and Point Coupee. The first entry is that of a baptism and the names appearing are 

POIRIER, RICHARD, LACHAUSSE. The next be preserved entry is that of a baptism of 
—. SS, 
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Pierre BLANCHARD son of Aimable BLANCHARD and Natalie GIROIRE. Godparents are 
Joseph BLANCHARD, the grandfather, acting as godfather and the godmother is his aunt, é. 
Marie BLANCHARD, the year is 1759, the priest, Father BARNABE, French Capuchin. 


Before continuing with the MOUTON family in St. James, | would like to quote from Miss 
SEGURA's translation of De SENNEGY's book. In speaking of some of the Acadians re- 
maining after the havoc of the 1755 deportation we quote: “Under the conduct of devoted 
Indians, they fled toward the forests, directing their steps toward the South. In their attach- 
ment to France, they went in search of that far-off land, of a Louisiana that they had been 
told was inhabited by the French, and over which floated the stainless banner. Nothing 
arrested their courage. They traversed mountains, they crossed rivers, they lay down in 

the heart of the swamps, they so-journed an entire winter amongst the savages and these, 
respecting such huge misfortunes, often assisted them and always left them a free passage. 
The red warrior lowered the point of his arrow: "Peace", said he, "Peace to the voyagers 

in the valley of tears: , killing one's enemy is right, but to deprive him of the dones of his 
fathers. the Great Spirit defend him!" The battle tomahawk remained on the ground while 
the peace pipe circulated in the group of exiles. Finally, this long voyage came to an 

end; for one autumn morning, New Orleans saw the levee and the public place covered 

with this weeping people. With that fraternal tenderness, attribute of all children of 
France, under the noble impulsion of Mr. KERLEREC, all the inhabitants gathered these refu- 
gees and confessors of fidelity. Never was charity more inspired and never also would it show 
itself more abundant in its largeness. They were furnished agricultural tools, seed, food and 
clothing. At their desire the governor granted a piece of land to each family; they chose 
the fertile banks East and West of the Mississippi above the Des Allemands Coast up to Baton 
Rouge and to Pointe Coupee. In memory of their first country, they gave to these domains 
the name Acadia (1754-1759)". 


According to family tradition handed down to Mrs. Charles E. HAMILTON, of Lafayette, 
affectionately called by all "Tante Ruth", crowned "La Reine Des Acadiennes, wife of the 
well known and loved Dr. Charles E. HAMILTON, recipient of many honors as "Les Palmes 
Academiques", active civic worker, direct descendent of Jean MOUTON (son of Salvador) 
who founded the city of Lafayette and on whose land deonation the St. John's Cathedral 
and cemetary stand also the Court House of Lafayette, the MOUTONS ancestors arrived 

in New Orleans prior to the deportation. 


The MOUTONS may have come to St. James, area Vacherie, shortly after Mathias 
FREDERICK (FREIDRICH, FREDERIQUE) obtained his grant, about 9 arpents front on the 
Mississippi River. ; ; 


The earliest MOUTON to have land listed in his name was Jean MOUTON. His grant, above 
that of Mathias FREDERICK, was situated on the ANDRE NEAU Land Grant. NEAU was a 
French boat captain and business man, trading between New Orleans and France. 


NEAU's grant as seen listed on the Royal French documents consisted of 20 arpents front: 
actually it was 34 arpents front and the land extended from the river to the usual depth how- 
ever 8 arpents of the 34 arpents frontage went from the river all the way back to Bayou 
Chevreuil . 
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The Royal French Land Grant Decument lists the NEAU holdings as being located 
at the ancient "Tabiscania Village" in "La Longue Vue Des Colapissas", Vacherie 
of present day.

NEAU did not obtain this grant from his personal usage as he never resided there 
but the land was destined for concessions and bettlers were establishing themselves 
at that locality. NEAU was responsible for the roads, levees and the upkeep etc. 
of the land. He obtained the Grant September 9, 1754. 


The lands of MOUTON and FREDERICK would of present time lie; FREDERICK, 

just below the Old Vacherie Road (first road from the Mississippi River leading 

to the Attakapas regions and on to Texas and to Mexico, a road following, mainly, 
ridges) and MOUTON's 6 arpents 14 toises, just above the Old Vacherie Road.) 
MOUTON 's land, situated on the NEAU grant, formed part of the eight arpents 
front, with depth to Bayou Chevreiul, which later was owned by Sostene ROMAN. 
Sostene called his plantation "Magnolia" and his land tract from the river in to 
lower Vacherie became well settled. He was an older brother of Governor Andre 
BIENVENUE ROMAN and was married to Arthemise LANDREAUX. They were 


the parents of five daughters. 4 : 


SEE NOTE When Jean MOUTON left St. James, prior to 1770, he acquired vast holdings 

2 in the Carencro area and some of those holdings, passed on to Pierre ARCENEAUX. 
Pierre, (Louis Pierre) Father of Louis, is credited, as per family tradition, to be 
the "Gabriel" of "Longfellow's poem "Evangeline". (Louis) Pierre was an early 
settler, about 1764, in St. James. He and family (he wandered several years ' tie 
between the time of the deportation and his arrival in St. James and seems to lag 
have been married shortly before settling on the shores of the Mississippi River) 
lived on a five arpents front plantation, West Bank of the Mississippi River, St. 
James Parish, Cabahanoce. The First Acadian Coast. Present day location of the 
land would be in Hymel, Louisiana. 


SEE NOTE Throughout a period of many years, Pierre commuted from the River to the 
3 Attakapas or, as was said, from "Le Fleauve Aux Attakapas". Then,in 1789, he 
and family settled in the Carencro, River Vermilion area where he had a vast ranch. 


His estate is listed on old maps as "ARCENEAUX Settlement". 


Seemingly, Pierre ARCENEAUX (Father of Louis who was born in Louisiana, 1770) 

is the loved one whom Evangeline sought in vain. Louis son of Pierre ARCENEAUX 
and husband of Anne BERGERON was of a younger generation and could hardly have 
been the hero of LONGFELLOW's poem. The only other Louis ARCENEAUX whose 
name appears on the census listings of those times is Louis, son of Micheal 
ARCENEAUX and Marie M. LaFLEUR, Canadians who had come to the First 

German Coast (St.“Charles Parish) about 1750 and who had moved to the Second 
German Coast (St. John the Baptist Parish) about 1760 and on to St. James (First 
Acadian Coast) about 1770. That Louis ARCENEAUX, born in St. John the 
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Baptist Parish in 1765, married in St. James Parish, Cesaire SCIONEAUX, 
daughter of the Canadian, Pierre SCIONEAUX. 


The ARCENEAUX brothers, Canadians, Louis, Michael, Francois, Gabriel 
owned land at what is now Baytree section of Vacherie in St. James and Pierre 
SCIONEAUX was a neighbor. Of present time SCIONEAUX 's holdings would 
be on St. Joseph Plantation, Vacherie. 


Returning to Jean MOUTON, son of the Doctor and Marie GIROUARD, we note 
that before leaving St. James his plantation passed on to his neighbor, Pierre 
FREDERICK.. The FREDERICKS were a large family and the children and their 
families lived in the area of the Mathias FREDERICK grant. They purchased 
adjoining lands to the original grant, mainly in the up the road direction, hence 
along the old NEAU grant. Pierre FREDERICK claimed for himself and heirs of 
Mathias FREDERICK 14 arpents, 13 toises front. The heirs included Francois, 
Antoine and Noel GUISCLAIR husband of Chorlotte FREDERICK. 


The name Mathias FREDRICH is listed on 1724 census in DEILER's "Settlement 

of the German Coast" also there is a listing of his wife with infant child at 
breast. This family is listed as of 1726 and 1731. In 1726 he had three children 
and 6 arpents of cleared or cultivated land. Mathias was from Weilersheim 
ALSACE and was born in 1695. 


When consulting the recensement general of January first 1726, we find listed 
at "Village Allemands": 


Mathias FREDERICK, wife and three children. 


We note with interest the variation of the spelling of that family name. Officalls 
and priests were of various nationalities and they would spell names as they sound- 
ed to them. 


If this FREDERICK family is the one who obtained the land grant in St. James, in 
1754, it is one of the first families that we know of who moved from the early 
German Villages on the First German Coast to the First Acadian Coast. 


However, the Honorable Bona ARSENEAULT points out in his "Histoire Et Genea- 
logie Des Acadiens" that there was a Doctor of Medicine, Dr. FREDERICK of 
German origin, who had established himself along with Canadians at Kaskaskia 

in the Illinois Country, that after he died, about 1735, he left four children, two 
of which were raised in New Orleans at the Ursuline Convent Orphanage. It 
could be that one of those children was Mathias FREDERICK who obtained the 
grant. Having a French background and friends in New Orleans, it is possible 
that he was sympathetic to the earliest Acadian refugees and may have induced 
Jean MOUTON and Salvador to settle next to his grant.

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MOUTONS IN ST. JAMES

A death record in the St. James Church register lists Mathias FREDERIQUE, 74, a 
native of this colony, died, December 24, 1801, husband of Marie BERNARD. This Mathias 
could have been the son of the doctor or a son of the early settler on the German Coast. It 
seems more likely that he could be the son of the doctor. As of later date, we find that 
Louis and Geroge (George) MOUTON (son of Charles) owned land on the NEAU tract, just 
above the holdings of Jean ORTON. One arpent of their land had been acquired from 
Jean SAUNIER, prior to 1771. 


Louis and George's lands were at the upper end of that area. in Vacherie known, now 
as the Magnolia section. 


Between the Magnolia section and the New Vacherie Road (Vacherie Road of present 
day); that is along the upper end of the NEAU grant we find settlers prior to 1782. Among 
those families we find Acadian names as Michael GAUDIN, Xavier HEBERT, Pierre BERTEAU 
det BEAU SOLEIL, Joseph COMMANDEL, Thomas BOURG. (COMMANDEL was probably 
founder of COMORDELLE Village on Bayou Des Allemands near Temple Bay at entrance of 
Lake Salvador. The name COMARDELLE has various spellings). 


While the name of Salvador MOUTON, son of Jean MOUTON the chirurgien 
(Doctor of Medecine) and his wife Marie GIROUARD, does not appear on the land claims, 
he lived in St. James, served in VERRET's Militia and also resided in New Orleans as did 
the CANTRELLS, VERRETS. Accompanying Salvador to Louisiana was his wife, Anne 
BASTARACHE and two very young children Jean and Anne PREXEDE. Two more children 
were born to the couple while in St. James, Marin and Celeste. 


The latter married in St. James, Jean GUILBEAU, and of this marriage no children 
were born. Jean GUILBEAU and wife left the shores of St. James to reside in the Attakapas, 
as did so many early Acadian settlers. 


Marin married Marie LAMBERT who was probably the grand daughter of Pierre 
LAMBERT, Sr., first known owner, prior to 1771, of the six arpents and eight toises front 
which became known as "Baytree" Plantation, just above the renewned "Oak Allee" 
Plantation, Vacherie, Louisiana, owned and restored in 1925 by Mrs. Andrew STEWART. 
What was "Baytree" Plantation is now part of "Oak Allee". 


(SEE NOTE 4) 
Marin and family also moved on into the Attakapas. 


Of Anne PREXEDE we have no record however Jean, son of Salvador MOUTON and 
Anne BASTARACHE featured prominently in the early history of the Lafayette area. Jean, 
son of Salvador, is not to be confused with his uncle Jean MOUTON who served in VERRET's 
company, 1766. 
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The younger Jean also went into the Attakapas and became owner of vast lands West 
of Bayou Carencro. He married Marie Marthe BORDAT, daughter of Dr. Antoine BORDAT 
and widow Marguerite MARTIN, in the year 1783. They had 12 children. It is this Jean, 
son of Salvador, husband of widow Marguerite MARTIN, who founded the city of Lafayette, 
priorly known as Vermilionville, he donated land for the court house and founded the city 
of Lafayette in 1824. It was Jean who donated the land of the cathedral which is called 
St. John's Cathedral after his patron saint, and for the cemetery in 1821. When Jean 
MOUTON was married to Marthe BORDAT, Jean MOUTON (Uncle) signed as a witness, : 
Jean MOUTON died 9-7-1831. Consulting first land claims in the Attakapas in Township, iH, 
8S., Range 4E and in Township 9S., Ranges 4,5 E-S.W., we find listed as land owners, 
several Jean MOUTONAS as Jean Sr., and Jean Jr., Jean Baptiste and Jean (Neveu) 


meaning nephew.

Many prominent descendents have stemmed from Jean, son of Salvador, who in 4 
turn, was the son of Jean MOUTON Sr., the doctor, namely, Alexandre MOUTON, if 
Governor of Louisiana in 1843 and the Governor's son, General Alfred MOUTON, who J 
distinguished himself in the war of the Confederacy and who died a hero's death at the t 
Battle of Mansfield, April 4, 1864. ii 


Anne BASTARACHE, wife of Salvador, died a few years after their arrival in 
Louisiana. Salvador married again, in New Orleans, in 1768. His wife was Anne FOREST, 
seemingly the daughter of Joseph FOREST, land owner in St. James of eight arpents ten toises 
front on "ARMANT", "Southdown, Inc." of present day, in Vacherie. On that land stands 
the old ARMANT home built before 1800. This exquisite old home loaded with history should 
be preserved as a tourist attraction but it is falling rapidly, now, into ruins. 


We have no listing of children being born to Salvador and Anne FOREST. 


Salvador died in New Orleans at the hospital. He passed away April 9, 1773. 
His death record appears in the first existing register in the St. James Catholic Church in 
St. James, Louisiana. The register is signed by his brother Louis. Salvador was only about 
40 years old when he died. 


It is possible that Lake Salvador could have been named after him. It is to be 
remembered that ridges led over the swamp lands from St. James to Bayou Lafourche area 
and on to the Attakapas also that the MOUTON land in Vacherie connected to Bayou 
Chevreuil and that bayou led directly on to Lake Des Allemands on to Lake Salvador. 
This lake, up to present time, is only reached by waterways, mainly Bayou De Allemands 
and smaller bodies of water which flow from Lake Salvador to Lake Des Allemands. 


Lake Salvador is accessible from the waters of Bartaria Bay, part of the Gulf of 
Mexico. It is doubtful that this route was used by travelers. 


In going by boat from New Orleans to the Bartaria area, one meets with a formida- 
ble sea marsh which abounds with bayous and myriads of small intricate water ways which 
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cross and recross each other. It is a veritable "trembling prairie". A boatman has to be an 
expert not to get lost. “Any trial or road onto Barataria must perforce follow these winding 
streams, and the trail soon becomes a labyrinth among the swaying grasses". 


Salvador may have followed along the MOUTON grant from the river and along 
the water ways to Lake Salvador and, for some reason, his name could have been associated 
with that body of water. 


We have no official data as to how Lake Salvador got its name. Both Lake Des 
Allemands and Lake Salvador were first listed on old maps as Lake of the Ouachas, so 
named for Indians of that tribe who resided awhile near these waters. 


Let us now consider Louis, son of Jean MOUTON and Marie GIROUARD.. Louis 
was married to Marie BASTARACHE. Listed on the 1777 census, we find three children of 
that couple: David, Anne and Elizabeth. A daughter, Isabel, was born to Louis and Marie 
after that census was taken. We find a record in the St. James Church register of Isabel's 
marriage to Pierre BLANCHARD, in 1792 (seemingly that Pierre was the nephew of Pierre 
baptized in 1759. 


Anne MOUTON married Xavier THERIOT and a child was baptized in St. James, 
Marie Felicitas THERIOT, 1796, daughter of Xavier THERIOT and Anne MOUTON. 


Louis MOUTON sold at an early date, 1781, to Jacques Etienne ROMAN or 
Jacques ROMAN the second, as he was called, a tract of land (later in conflict, ROMAN 
and Antoine FREDERICK) four arpents, thirteen toises, four feet lying just above the land 
which Jean MOUTON had sold to Pierre FREDERICK. This was the first purchase of land 
made by Jacques ROMAN in St. James. 


This small purchase (sec. 24 and part of 25 in township 12 south, range 17 east, 
S.E. Dist. Louisiana, West of the Mississippi River, in the Magnolia area of Vacherie, i 
was just the beginning of vast lands acquired in St. James by the "Cattle King of the 
Attakapas", as some called ROMAN. 


As ROMAN made purchases adjoining his first acquisition (later purchases were 
greater and in the area of the 1755 grant of Louis RANSON, above that of NEAU's) just 
as the FREDERICKS had done, hence it is not strange that conflict over the land took place. 


Louis MOUTON made his last land sale soon afterwards and in 1808 we find a 
record (St. James court house) showing that he had come from Baton Rouge to collect pay- 
ment for land sold to Jacques ROMAN (six arpents, fourteen toises front). The payment 
was for $4,750. 


Charles MOUTON, son of Jean MOUTON, chirurgien and Marie GREGOIRE 
died in St. James at approximately the age of 80. He was the widower of Anne COMEAU. 
The only record of children of that couple is one son, George. George's land terminated 
at what is now "Laura" Plantation, better known as Florian Waguespack Plantation. 
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George was the last MOUTON to leave St. James, West Bank. He acquired land on 
the East Bank, St. James Parish in 1783 and his land on the West Bank passed to Frederick 
BLANCHARD, a relative of Pierre BLANCHARD who had married a cousin of George, Isabel 
MOUTON. 


George's land on the East Bank consisted of two arpents, eleven toises and four feet 
front and the up the road neighbor was Alexis ROME and the down the road neighbor was 
Joseph THERIOT. The property had once belonged to widow VINCENT and was located 
between (Grande Pointe) Grand Point and Jefferson College. 


George was the husband of Natalie GAUDET (GODET). They had been married in 
St. James in 1789. A daughter of the couple, Madeleine born about 1790, married in St. 
James in 1804, Regile (Regis) OUBRE, son of Andre OUBRE and Marie BONVILLAIN. A 
son, Louis OUBRE, married Marie Coralie ROME and when she died, he married, in St. 
James, Justine FALGOUST who was the daughter of Augustin FALGOUST and Arthemise 
HYMEL. Justine was a direct descendent of Louis Marcel FALGOUST de BEAUMONT of 
Langelais on the Loire, diocese of Tours, Touraine, France who served as chirurgien 
(doctor) of the king, on the "German Coast" of Louisiana. FALGOUST served in that 
capacity for more than 20 years, from 1739 to the middle seventeen sixties. He was the 
progenitor of the FALGOUSTS in Louisiana. 


We previously said that Jacques, son of Jean MOUTON and Marie GIROIR 
(GIROUARD) had died at the time of the deportation. He however had a son called Jean, 
born Feb. 1, 1740. That Jean married about 1763 Isabelle BASTARACHE. They joined the 
early MOUTONS in St. James. They were the parents of Frederick born ca. 1768. 


There is a baptismal record in the St. James church register of Madeleine MOUTON, 
born 1773, daughter of Jean MOUTON and Isabelle BASTARACHE. That Jean and his family 
left St. James and settled in the Attakapas. He was a first cousin to Jean who founded 
Lafayette. 


Frederick MOUTON, sometimes called Jean FREDERICK, was married in St. James 
to Anastasie CORMIER (daughter of Jean BAPTISTE and Marguerite BOURG) and a daughter, 
Adelaide, was born to them before they moved to the Attakapas. Another daughter was born, 
Emerante. The girls married brothers, sons of Pierre ARCENEAUX and Anne BERGERON. 
Adelaide married Cyprien ARCENEAUX, May 13, 1805 and Emerante married Francois 
ARCENEAUX, June 25, 1808. 


Both couples lived at the ARCENEAUX settlement, Carencro, River Vermilion area. 
Unfortunately, the first two cemeteries in St. James have been taken by the Mississippi 
River. Graves of the MOUTONS have met with this fate including the one of young 
Salvador Marin MOUTON (seemingly the son of Marin MOUTON and grandson of 
Salvadoe MOUTON). 


On October 16, 1811, at the age of 16, the unfortunate young man was accidental- 
ly killed in St. James. He was a resident of the Attakapas and was probably visiting his 
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mother's folks. Named after his pioneer ancestor, he met an untimely death where the 
Acadians had found a heavenly refuge after their tragic trails and, finally, expulsion from 
their loved country-Acadia. 


The name MOUTON disappeared from Vacherie about 1800 however descendents 
through the female line may still reside on the old NEAU tract, in the heart of upper and 
lower Vacherie. 


An Historical Marker was Dedicated in Lafayette at the Site of 
Cathedral of Saint John the Evangelist. 
Sponsoring the event was the Galvez Chapter D.A.R. 
Guest speaker was Judge A. Wilmont DALFERES. 
Unveiling the marker and presenting the wreath were descendants of 
Jean MOUTON; Rev. Richard MOUTON, J. Alfred MOUTON, Mrs. 
Harry Lewis GRIFFIN and Mrs. Charles E. HAMILTON. 
NOTES: 
NOTE (1) Looking over the incomplete 1766 census of Cabahanoce, we note that the 
MOUTONS and FREDERICKS at Tabiscania are not included. By 1777, the Spanish regime 
had included Tabiscania in the Cabahanoce area so the census of that year lists the MOUTONS 
and FREDERICKS. Salvador MOUTON had died and Jean had left so only the families of 
Louis and Charles MOUTON are listed. 


NOTE (2) Jean MOUTON is listed on the 1766 census of Capt. VERRET's company at 
Cabahanoce. Salvador and Louis are also listed as members of the militia. In 1770, we 
find the names of Salvador and Louis on the listing but not that of Jean as he had left St. 
James by that time. 


NOTE (3) Pierre ARCENEAUX besides acquiring lands from Jean MOUTON in the Carencro 
area (see listing of Certificate B 1200-missing) also acquired land from the indians in that 
vicinity for his children and their families. His estate is listed on old maps as "ARCENEAUX 


Settlement". 


NOTE (4) Marin settled at a site which became known as "MOUTON Cove" near Abbeville. 
In 1802 he purchased from BERNARD, an old Indian chief, over 4,000 acres. He married 
again and a daughter married Ambrose LACOUR. Marin was buried on the old family home- 
stead. 


NOTE (5) In January, 1861 - The Louisiana State Convention met. By a vote of 113 to 17, 
Louisiana passed an ordinance of secession from the Federal union, ex-governor Alex 
MOUTON was elected president. The President of Louisiana declared - "By virtue of the 
vote just announced | now declare the connection between the State of Louisiana and the 
Federal Union dissolved and that Louisiana is a free, sovereign and independent power."

Such deeds as have been done-to Wilson & Isabel have become almost the normal - 
state in a large portion of Missouri and been accompanied with murder and.

WAR INCIDENT: D COLLECT; 
Mr. L.J. Frederic, formerly of Scranton, leaves behind 


the following valuable relic of the Civil War, which we copy 


from the New Orleans Picayune: 


"Not so very long ago the veterans of the Army of Tenn- 
essee-were called upon to mourn the loss of a loyal comrade in 
L.J. Frederic. In order to express in some measure the regret 
at the passing away of their friend, the grand old association 
appointed a committee to prepare resolutions to enter upon the 
records and to form a priceless keepsake for the family of the 
departed hero. 

Dr. C.H. Tebault, now surgeon general of the Confederacy, 
who knew Mr. Frederic well, was one of the committee, and happ— 
ened to make an examination of the papers which the deceased 
left behind. Among them he discovered a curious and valuable 
document. It was a brief but complete history of the war inso- 
far as Mr. Frederic had to do with it. The young soldier had 
kept a diary of the various epocls in his battle career, and 
the whole made up a rare chronicle in the annals of warfare. 
There was no comment, no critism, simply a bare, unvarnished 
i and it is well worth a place among the relics in Memorial

MR. FREDERIC'S DIARY 


"In the month of September, 1861, a meéting was held near 


Moss Point for the pounoee of es a company of volunteers 
for service in the Confederate States Army. 
The following officers were elected: H. Bruno Griffin,Capt- 


ain; Thomas K. Hawkins, first lieutenant; Saimuel Johnson,second 
lieutenant; Aristides Krebs, brevet second lieutenant. 

«#7 The. company was named Pwiges Rifles in honor of Major Gen- 
eral Twiges, then commander of the department. 

On Oct. 2, 1861, the company was mustered in the service of 
the Confederate States for one year. Remained in camp at Pasca- 
,goula until the 24th of February, 1862. Marched to Fowl River, 
Ala.,thence to Cedar Point, Ala. Remained there two months. On 
the 4th of May moved to Mwile. 

The company was now mustered in service for three years,and 
was reorganized, electing as officers H.B. Griffin,captain; Sam- 
uel Johnson, first lieutenant; Jesse Thompson, second lieutenant; 
and Wm. Welch, Junior, second lieutenant. Lieutenants Hawkins 
more Krebs withdrew from the company and enlisted in Morgan's cav- 
alry. ! 

The company wes now attached to the Twenty-—Seventh Regiment, 
Mississippi Volunteers, ana designated as Company "L", 

_ The Twenty—Seventh Mississippi Regiment was part of Jones! 
brigade, then camped on the bay shore, about two miles from Mobile. 
July 24, 1862 was ordered to Chattanooga, Tenn. Aug. 4 was order- 
ed to Graham Station,on the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad, 
for picket duty on Long Islund, in the Tennessee River, to prevent 
& corps of the Federal Army, then occupying Bridgeport, Tenn.,from 
orossing at this point. 

Aug. 20 returned to Chattanooga, crossed the river, canped 
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at the foot of Walden's ridge and prepared for the m-«rch through “ry 
Tennessee and Kentucky. Jones! Brigade was attached to Pat And— see 
erson's division. Sept. 1, 1862, moved from caap and begun he 
hte | and fatiguing march over Waiden's ridge and over the Cumber— 
land mountains, without rest, until reaching Bardstown, where 
the army rested ten or twelve days. Marched as far as Harrods— 
burg, and then returned to Perryville to face the enemy under 
General McCook. Oct. 8, battle of Perryville, Private Louis Wells 
was killed, being the first man of the company killed in battle. 
Several men were wounded, Wm. Wiley Goff dying of heat and fatigue, 
Remained on battle fieid all night. Marched to Harrodsburg, where 
camped these several days Se aap’ "Dick Robingon™ “Marched through 
eastern Kentucky and crossed the mountains at Cumberland Gap. 
Marched to Knoxville, Tennessee arriving there on the 23rd 
day of Oct., 1862. Oct. 24 a heavy snow storm, from which the 
company suffered a great deal, occurred, many of the men heving 


mo shoes and only the clothes with which they had started on the roe) 
campaign; very few had blankets. one 
From Knoxville moved by railroad to Chattanooga and thence oS 
to Shelbyville, Tenn. Marched to Eagleville. AZ‘ 
General E.C. Walthall now took command of the brigade, which ANS 
afterwards became famous as Walthall's brigade. On Dec. 25 marched 6G. 
to Murfreesboro and participated in battle Dec. 30 and 31, 1862 Oa 


and Jan. 2, 1863. ‘Sergeant Antonio Baptiste was killed in the SAF 
ditch on the evening of Dec. 30, a solid four-—pound shot fractur- *©e 
ing his skull. Several others were wounded and sent to hospital. 

On Jan. 2 the men, wet by the rain which had been falling all day, - 
and nearly frozen by the intense cold, were ordered to leuve the 
line of battle and, marching through rain and mud, reached Shelby= 
ville at night. Here the army went into winter quarters. J.A. 
McInnis was elected second Lieutenant in place of Jesse Thompson, 
who had died in hospital at Chattanooga, after the return from 
Kentucky. 

On the 2nd of May the brigade was ordered to Louisburg, Tenn. 
On the 25th of May a match drill was held, in which Company "L" 
won first prize— ninefy days exemption from duty. Lieutenant 
Welch, commanding the company, was presented with a sword, and 
a general order was read, in which General Walthall complimented 
the company for it's skill. On May 27 returned to Shelbyville, 
from there marched to Tullahoma and over the Cumberland mountains, 
crossed the Tennessee river on pontoons and arrived at Chattanooga 
on July 4, 1863. Camped near Chattanooga several days. Brigade 
‘ordered to Chickamauga station, where the brigade was attached 
to Liddell's corps. Marched to Lafayette, Ga., and to McLemore 
Cove to stop the advance of the Union Army in that direction. 

The enemy having withdrawn, Liddell's corps marched back to Chick= 
amauga station, engaged in battle on the 19th, 20th and 2lst of 
September, advanced to Missionary ridge, where the brigade rem— 
ained in the line of battle during the month of October and part 
of November. About the middle of November camped on the top of 
Lookout mountain. On the 24th participated in the battle of Look- 
out Mountain. Lieutenant Samuel Johnson and Sergeant Hughie Goff 
were killed. : 

Captain Griffin, Lieutenant McInnis and sixteen men were 
taken prisoners. On Nov. 25 participated in the battle of Miss- 
ionary ridge. On Nov. 26 the army retreated to Dalton, Georgia 
and went into winter quarters. This being a very severe winter, 
the men suffered a great deal from cold and frequent snow storms. 

On May 7, 1864 formed line of battle near Buld Face Mountain. 
The enemy having left, the brigade was ordered to fall back to 
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Tipton, Ga. Marched to Resaca, Ga., and partici.ated in battle "lo 
May 14 and 15, retreating during the day. Participated in batt- sie 
les at Casville, Lost Mountain, Kennesaw Mountain, Good Hope - 
Church May 25 and 28, was wounded here, at Culp farm, near 
Marietta, June 22, 1864. 

The army continuing the retreat, entered Atlanta on July’ 9. 
Atlanta was now closely invested by General Sherman, a constant 
bombardment being kept up night and day. Engaged in battle at 
Peach Tree Creek on July 22 and along the lines July 28 to Aug. 

3, at Jonesboro Aug. 31 and Sept. 1. Private Milton Evans was 
killed on Aug. 31. . 
Having now evacuated Atlanta, marched toward northern Georgia, 
engaged in the battle of Snake Creek gap Oct. 12, 1864. Private 
Janes Simnons was killed there. . Florence, Ala. Nov. 6, Franklin, 
Tenne Nov. 30, Nashville, Tenn. Dec. 12 and 15, Private William 
Saulsbury killed Dec. 12. 
Retreating from Tennessee, arrived at Bruensville, Miss. Dec. 
31, 1864 where the company was mustered for pay. Marched to Tu- 
pelo, Miss. and camped there several dayse On Jan. 18, 1865 moved 
by rail to Meridian, Miss. 
On Jan. 28 the brigade was furloughed for fifteen days, the 


‘men of Company L going to their homes in Jackson County, Miss. 


Returned to Meridian Feb. 12. Feb. 19 ordered to Montgomery,Ala. 
On Feb. 28 company mustered, showing present for duty one 
first lieutenant, two sergeants and four privates. Ordered to 
North Carolina, going by rail as far as Augusta, Ga., and march- 
ing from there to Smithfield, N.C., the effective strength of the 
company now being so reduced it was found necessary to reorganize 
and reduce the regiment to two companies. Sixcompanies, includ- 


ing Company L, were made Company .""G",Twenty-Fourth Mississippi, 


Wie Ewenty Seventy Regiment ceasing to exist April 10, 1865. The 


officers apoointed to Company "G" were; Ed D. Stafford, Captain, 
William Welch, first lieutenant, Thomas Bailey, Second lieutenant. 
From Smithfield marched by Fayette, N.C. and fell ck to 
Greensboro, where the brigade was put on duty as provost guard. 
On the 26th of April, 1865, the army surrendered. The officers 
and men each received out of the Confederate treasury $1.15, 
nearly all in Mexican coin.Mayl, 1865 the men recieved their 
parole papers. May 3rd started on the return homeward, marching 
through North Carolina and South Carolina to Washington, Ga., and 
going by rail to West Point, Ga. marching to Montgomery, Ala. ad 
taking boat down to Mobile and marching to Pascagoula. Lieut. 
Welch, Sergeants L.J. Frederic and Andrew Vaughn, Privates Simon 
Cunningham, L.S. Dupont, Charles Hawkins and William Passaw, 7

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island. Simon Chaudron also had interests in Philadelphia, where 
he lived for several years, and where his home was the center of 
elegance and wit. He was distinguished for his literary attain- 
ments; he was editor of tne Abeille Americaine, and was a poet of 
considerable reputation. He delivered a eulogy upon the life and 
character of George Washington before the Grand Lodge of Phila- 
delphia, which was pronounced a splendid effort both in Europe 
and in America. 


Some time after the arrival of the Napoleonic refugees in 
Alabama, Simon Chaudron went to Demopolis. He remained there 
only a short time, soon thereafter coming to Mobile to live. Here 
he remained until his death in 1846 at the advanced age of 88 years. 
His wife, Melanie Jeanne, who died in 1859 at the age of 85 years, 
his son, Emile, who died in 1828 at the age of 33 years, and his 
daughter Sylvania, who was the first wife of Adolphe Batre, are 
buried in Old Church Street Graveyard. Victoire Chieusse, who 
is buried in the Chaudron lot, is said to have been a French woman 
brought from France by the Chaudrons, who remained with the 
family as long as she lived. 


1; Adolphe Batre married a second time, and three children 
of this second marriage are buried in this graveyard.’ 


Adolphe Batre is said to have been a “generous entertainer 
of his friends’. It is related by Craighead that once on his birth- 
day, Adolphe Batre displayed for the admiration and delectation of 
his guests an enormous pate de foie gras, 15 pounds in actual weight, 
which he had had made in France and sent over to crown the feast. 
It is further said that the host was so delighted with what he had 
to offer that he made a great speech in its praise, continuing until 
Bishop Portier suggested that the rest of the speech could wait, 
and would be gladly listened to on the morrow. 


12. Simon Chaudron’s grandson, Paul Emile, married Adelaide 
de Vendel, who published in the 1860’s a set of school books for 
Southern children, such books then being unavailable from the 
North and English books being unsuitable. 


13. Madame Chaudron is said to have brought to Mobile from 
New Orleans, Louis Augustus Frederic de San Ferrol, as tutor for 
her children. Local tradition says that in 1825, during the parade 


i fo an 


on the occasion of Lafayette’s visit to Mobile, the Marquis dis- 
mounted from his horse when he saw San Ferrol standing on the 
sidewalk watching the gay procession with the Chaudron children, 
and knelt at San Ferrol’s feet. Many people were convinced that 
San Ferrol was the Lost Dauphin of France, because of this reported 
act of homage on the part of Lafayette, and because of San Ferrol’s 
undeniably royal manner, his Bourbon countenance, and his flaw- 
less Parisian French. That is, of course, open to question. But be 
that as it may, it is an undisputed fact that San Ferrol was a Chev- 
alier of the Legion of Honor of France, when he was twenty-one 
years of age. San Ferrol is believed to have died in Mobile in 
about 1841, and to have been buried in Old Church Street Grave- 
yard, but no records are available to confirm this. 


14. The Chaudron genealogy shows that Caroline Chaudron, 
daughter of Simon and Melanie, was married in Demopolis in 1822 
to Felix Achilles George, son of Edward and Catherine deBois- 
landry George. Craighead says that Mme. Achilles and Mme. Ed- 
ward George conducted a school at Spring Hill, where many French- 
men had their homes, and that for a time Baron Emilius de Vendel 
taught in that school until his wife established a school there, when 
he joined her in the enterprise. Another daughter of Simon and 
Melanie Chaudron, Emma, married John Elliott, who in 1823 was 
Mobile’s second Mayor. The George family and the Elliott family 
share a lot along the east wall of Old Church Street Graveyard. 


15, Madame Mary Josephine Hollinger, born in 1766, died 1836, 
encompassed in her lifetime much of Mobile’s history. She was the 
daughter of Pierre Juzan, a Hugenot who had escaped the persec- 
ution in his own native France and was, under the Spanish, his 
Majesty’s Commissary to the Indians in Mobile. In December 1781, 
Pierre Juzan received a grant of 7 leagues on each side of the river 
at 21-Mile Bluff. This was the first instance of re-granting what had 
been British property, the grant being made before the treaty was 
signed which allowed British settlers 18 months to sell and leave 
Mobile. Mary Josephine married Adam Hollinger; they lived in 
an elegant home on Dog River Island, which island was later 
known as Hollinger’s Island. (The first Adam Hollinger to come 
to what is now Washington County, Alabama, was of French descent. 
His son, Adam Hollinger, Jr., shared with his father and mother the 
hardships of those perilous days.

Louis Augustus Frederic(the name de St, Ferol was soon dropped) 
was born in 1794 in Lyons,France, and was a Corporal in Napoleon's 
Army. After Napoleon went into exile Lou¢gs Frederic migrated to 
America and settled in raamaucullct In about 1828 he married Emily 
Delmas (daughter of Valentine Delmas), The 2nd floor of the home 
was used as a school where Louis Frederic taught classes. According 


to some records he was the lst Postmaster, Of this marriage five 


children were born, viz: 


Washington Emile Valentine Frederic, who married Sarah 
Williams, and they had 11 children, six of whom are still 
living in Pascagoula.’ He died in 1903 at the age of 74. 


Jefferson and Hermes Frederic moved to New 6rleans and 
little is known of their families. 


Josephine Frederic married a man by the name of Donovan, 
and they had 3 daughters, viz: Emily Donovan who married 


Walter Gautier, and they were the parents of Hermes, Henry, 
etc. 


Amanda Frederic married Aristeed Krebs, and they had two 
children one of whom died very young, and their daughter, 
Cora married Sanders Sward.

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"ECHOS FROM THE PAST" 
SARAH E. FREDERIC ET AL. v. PIZARIO K. MAYERS 


Cite as 89 Mississippi Reports pp. 127-141 (November 1906) 


From the Chancery Court of Jackson County 
Honorable Thaddeus A. Wood, Chancellor 


Mrs. Frederic and others, the Appelants (here), were Compla- 
inants in the Court below; Mayers, Appellee (here) was Defendant 
there. The law suit filed by Mrs. Frederic sought cancellation 
of Defendant Mayers' claim to a lot in the Town of Scranton (now 
Pascagoula) as a cloud upon Complainant's title thereto. Froma 
decree wholly in Defendant's (Mayers) favor the Complainant's 
(Frederic, et al) appealed to the Supreme Court. 


In 1874 one Melancthon Smith established a newspaper in the 
town of Scranton, Miss., having secured donations from the citi- 
zens of that place, and having obtained the promise of W. E. Fred- 
eric, the ancestor of the Complainants, of the lot upon which to 
erect a building. In order to fully understand the conditions of 
the donation of the lot, he (Smith) wrote Frederic, who was then — 
a resident of New Orleans, a letter, substantially as follows: 


"I now have the lumber on the ground and am ready to com- 
mence an office for the STAR. I propose to build on the 
lot which you pointed out to me, ....and will be pleased 
if you will write and state the agreement, that there may 
be no mistake." 


To which letter Frederic replied in substance as follows: 


"I agree to give you the privilege of building an office 
for the publication of the STAR, on the lot pointed out 
by you.... You can retain possession of the lot and buil- 
ding as long as you use the same for an office for the 
STAR." 


The building was erected, and the publication of the STAR 
continued by Smith for about two years, when he sold out to one 
Richmond, who afterwards consolidated his paper with the DEMO- 
CRAT, published by Mayers, the Appellee, and they jointly pub- 
lished the DEMOCRAT-STAR, occupying and holding the lot on which 
Smith had begun the publication of the STAR. In 1884 Richmond 
sold his interest to Mayers for $1,000.00, taking from him a 
conveyance which, after describing the personal property, con- 
cludes: "Together with all my rights in the books and business 
of the aforesaid printing office and the rights to the ground 
upon which it stands." 


About the time of the sale to Mayers, Frederic moved to 
Scranton and lived there until his death in 1904, and knew of 
the conveyance to Mayers; he acquiesced in the same, and stated 
to several persons that Mayer had the use of the lot so long 
as he continued to publish a newspaper, and when he ceased to 
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do so the lot was to revert. 


Appellants (Frederic, et al) contended that the instrument 
under which Smith held the land was not transferable, but was 
personal, and related alone to Smith's newspaper, the STAR, 
and, when Smith ceased to occupy the lot as an office, his rights 
to the premises ceased, and Richmond acquired no rights which he 
could transfer to Mayers; that the license given Smith was re- 
vocable at the pleasure of Frederic; that Mayer occupied the land 
by parol license (verbal) from Frederic, which was revoked by the 
death of Frederic; and therefore Appellants are entitled to pos- 
session; that under any view of the case the decree of the Court 
below should have defined the respective rights of the parties 
and should be reversed or modified so as to protect the reversio- 
nary interest of Complainants. 


Appellee (Mayers) contended that the agreement between Fre- 
deric and Smith vested in Smith not a mere license, revocaable at 
pleasure or by death, but created an easement and interest, not 
in the fee (title), but in the occupancy and use of the lot, ac- 
cording to the terms proscribed; that any change in the occupancy 
and use of the lot, with the consent, expressed or implied, of 
Frederic, was valid, as was any waiver of. his rights by him as 
to any condition of the contract; that since Frederic has acqui- 
sced and approved of the occupancy by Mayers, and had knowledge 
of the improvements made upon the lot by him, he was estopped 
from interfering with Mayers' rights; and, further, that the 
statute of limitations protected Mayers' claim of an easement, 
just as it did any other right connected with land, and that he 
had always claimed his right of occupancy openly and adversly 
to Frederic, who never questioned the right. 


Justice Calhoon delivered the opinion of the Court and said: 


"By the correspondence in 1874, exhibits "A" (Smith letter) 
and "B" (Frederic letter) to the Bill, Smith got more than a 
mere license, revocable by Frederic. 


He got the right to exclusive use of the property, termin- 
able only by his death (Smith) or ceasing to publish the STAR. 


The successive holders claimed under him. So does Mayers, 
and he held for twenty years under that right, as well known 
to, fully recognized by, and acquiesced in by, Frederic, who, 
besides saw Mayers, under that claim, spend a large sum in en- 
larging the building. Frederic, while alive, fully and accur- 
ately defined Mayers' legal rights, when he repeatedly said he 
had the property so long as he published a newspaper thereon, 
when it would revert to his estate. 


When Mayers ceases to publish this paper there, or dies, 
Frederic's heirs are entitled to possession of the fee (title), 
but not until then. Mayers has the easement by the Statute of 
Limitations and by Estoppel. AFFIRMED".

Louis Augustus Frederic de St. Ferol, the son of Jean Baptiste Athanisal Frederic de St. Ferol and Marie 
Antoninette Geret, was born August 28, 1794, at Lyons, France, on the river Rhone on the day of the siege of the 
Republicans. He and his mother were taken by friends when he was less than an hour old and hidden in a mine 
owned by the Frederics, and was not found for two years by his father who was a Royalist. 

Louis was taken from school when he was 16, became a corporal under Napoleon; was decorated with the 
Legion of Honor when he was 18. 

He came to America about 1815 after the defeat of Napoleon; first to New York, then to Marengo County, 
Alabama where he was assigned 160 acres in the Vine and Olive Colony, and then to Pascagoula, where he 
became the teacher for the Delmas family. His school became well known. He was the first Postmaster and a 
Notary Public. Living part of each year in New Orleans, he was a translator for the state legislature and was a 
editor and reporter for a local paper. As an engineer he helped lay out the first streets of Pascagoula. 

He died in 1841 at the early age of forty-six, leaving a wife and five small children, three boys and two girls. 
He was buried at the Old Fort but the grave marker has disappeared.

Saturday morning last at 6 o'clock after a painful illness of two weeks, Mr. Washington Emile Frederic de St. 
Ferol died at his residence on Pascagoula river. He was afflicted with a cancer caused by a bite from a horse 
some fifteen years ago. Mr. Frederic was a native of this place and lived for many years in New Orleans, having 
been identified with the cotton brokerage and weighing business. He removed to Scranton and married Miss 
Sarah Williams, of Georgia, on August 10, 1882. He is survived by his wife and two sisters, Mrs. J.A. Donovan 
and Mrs. M.A. Krebs, all of this city. He was over 73 years of age at the time of his demise and was sucessful in 
his business career, having amassed a large estate. He was president of the Merchant and Marine Bank and a 
director of the Delmas Packing Company of Scranton. 
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"Mr. Frederic, as he was generally known, was a member of one of the oldest families of old and new France. 
His mother, Miss Emily Delmas, was the first white child born on Round or Turtle Island. She was born there in 
1812 when here parents were fleeing from the Indians, who made a descent upon Fort St. Louis de la Mobile. His 
father, L. A. Frederic de Saint Ferol, was of a noble family of Saint-Etienne, near Lyons, France." 

The funeral was held from the Catholic church attended by a large concourse of relatives and friends, Rev. 
Father W. Ten Brink performing the solemn rites of the church. The pall bearers were; Messrs. Fritz D. Becht, 
Vincent Ros, A. G. Delmas, Isadore B. Dupont, George H. Huggins and I. P. Delmas.

This property, worth probably a quarter of a million dollars, is thus tied up in the hands of 
Mrs. Frederic, the executrix, if this will is probated for sixteen or seventeen years. If the contestants suceed in the 
contest, however, those children of a former marriage will come in for an equal share and the property would 
doubtless then be sold for division. The contest will be an interesting one to the people of Scranton, as the 
property takes in some of the most important sites and buildings on the principal business blocks of our city, 
making a matter of much interest to the community, whether it will be put on the market or tied up for the next 


fifteen or twenty years.

Building a Sarcophagus. 


Messrs. McDonald, March & Co., of Mobile, the well-known monumental designers and builders, commenced 
the construction of a sarcophagus in the Catholic cemetery at Pascagoula Saturday last for the remains of the late 
W.E. Frederic. The work is being executed by Mr. H.J. Stemerdink. It will be a brick cemented vault to hold 
three caskets, over which will set a granite slab and tablet, surrounded by a stone fence. When completed the 
bodies of Mr. Frederic and two members of the family will be transferred from the Krebs cemetery to their final 
resting place. The new receptacle is of handsome design and workmanship and will cost about $1500.

Frederic Estate Has Been Divided 
Large Part of the Business Section of Pascagoula involved in Final Settlement. 


Deeds and agreement were filed for record in the office of the chancery clerk some days ago for partition 
among the heirs of the estate of the late W. E. Frederic. Under the terms of the will of Mr. Frederic the big estate 
was held intact until the youngest heir, Francis, attained his majority, which occurred some weeks ago. The 
several heirs thereupon worked out a plan whereby a division of the estate was effected without recourse to the 
courts. 

The property in question takes in most of the business houses along Delmas avenue between Pascagoula street 
and the river, together with other business and residence property in the city, numerous vacant lots in Pascagoula, 
country real estate and property in New Orleans and elsewhere.

After the death of Mary Caroline, W.E. Frederic moved back to the Pascagoula area and apparently his children 
with Mary Caroline (except for Alice) did also. In the 1880 census Joseph is living with W.E. Frederic in Bayou 
Casotte. Joseph was also known by the nickname "Fritz". The children of W.E. and Mary Caroline that I have 
found birth records on were given the surname Williams, but Joseph is listed as a Frederic in the 1880 census and 
Josephine is listed as a Frederic when she married in New Orleans. W.E. and Mary Caroline's daughter Josephine 
Williams (Frederic) married the brother of W.E. Frederic's new wife Sarah. That makes W.E.'s daughter his sister- 
in-law also. They are buried in Machpelah Cemetery in Pascagoula as Robert and Josephine Westfaul. 

According to court records, Minnie Valentine died in Scranton (Pascagoula) in 1878. I have not found where she 
was buried, but suspect she was one of the two family members moved to the Frederic tomb in Greenwood 
Cemetery. Leaty, Emile, and Joseph are listed on a headstone in the Catholic Cemetery in Mobile, Alabama and I 
assume all three are buried there. 


Fritz and Josephine are both listed as guest attending the birthday party of W.E. Frederic in a 1902 newspaper 
article. The the next year, when on his deathbed, W.E. Frederic signed a new will that made only Sarah and her 
ten children with W.E. the sole heirs of his estate. The will was handwritten and then it took two attempts to get 
W.E.'s signature. The signature appeared to be done by a very shaky hand and the first attempted smeared and it 
was signed again next to the smeared signature. In 1904 the children of Mary Caroline filed a lawsuit claiming 
that Sarah Frederic had exerted undue influence on W.E. on his deathbed to get a will written to ensure that only 
she and her children would inherited the sizable estate. 


In the 1904 lawsuit, it was implied in a disposition of Mary Caroline's children, that Mary Caroline Williams was 
a former slave owned by W.E. Frederic. One of the question in a disposition asked that wasn't she really a slave 
named Caroline formerly owned by William Ellison of New Orleans and sold to W.E. Frederic shortly after the 
birth of Alice Leone. It asked if Mary and Williams were actually her real name or just made up. Her children in 
answer denied this and said she was a free person of color and the wife of W.E. Frederic. In the disposition they 
were asked to provide proof that Mary Caroline Williams was married to W.E. Frederic and that they were his 
children. The children were unable to prove that W.E. and Caroline were actually married, but they did provide a 
baptismal certificate with Mary Caroline and W.E. Frederic's name on it. They also provided several letters 
written to them from W.E. Frederic, Sarah Frederic, and one of their sons, Solomon H. Frederic, where the 
children of Mary Caroline Williams were referred to as sons, daughters, and sister. In another disposition from a 
witness who knew the family in New Orleans, she said that Mary Caroline, W.E., and the children lived as a 
family and she knew W.E. Frederic as "Mr. Williams." There was no final order in the file but history showed 
us that the the children of Mary Caroline must of lost the lawsuit. The estate was kept intact until the youngest 
child of W.E. and Sarah reached maturity and then was divided among Sarah and her ten children.

Mrs. Frederic had reached the age of 63 
years, one month and fifteen days, Her death followed an illness she contracted Friday of last week, although she 
had not been in strong health for many months. She was a native of Macon, Ga., before her marriage to the late 
W.E. Frederic.

Robbery Attempt Lands Pair In Hospital, Jail 


An attempted hold up of Frederic's Tavern on Lincoln avenue last Saturday night by two armed men 
landed one in the Jackson County hospital with shotgun pellets in his face and chest and the other in the 
Gulfport jail. 

George F. Scott was shot by W.E. Frederic during the attempted robbery and Rex York was arrested in 
Gulfport on Monday by police authorities in that city and was identified by witnesses as the second man. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Frederic were tied up and threatended with pistols during the altercation and Mrs. 

Frederic was said to have been struck about the head with a pistol butt. 

According to police reports and the victims, the two men entered the tavern late Saturday night and 
drank several bottle of beer. When Mr. Frederic left the building to go to a pool room which he owns 
next door, the men were said to have drawn guns on Mrs. Frederic. 

They covered Mr. Frederic upon his return and took some money from his pocket, he said, before tying 
both of them up with adhesive tape and strips of cloth. Mrs. Frederic escaped her bonds and ran from the 
building calling for help, Mr. Frederic said. 

The manager of the pool room ran into the tavern and was threatened by the bandits but Mr. Frederic 
seized an opportunity to grab his shotgun and chased the men from the building. After shooting Scott, 
he ran out of ammunition and York escaped while he sought more shells, he said.

NEGRO PAYS WITH LIFE FOR ROBBERY 


Pascagoula, March 18. - The first legal hanging in Jackson county since July, 1890, took place in the 
Jackson county jail, when Samuel Williams, 23-year old Brewton, Ala., negro was executed. He was 
proclaimed dead at 7:57 a. m., just 12 minutes after the trap was sprung. 

Williams was convicted of robbery with firearms and his sentence affirmed by the supreme court. He 
was charged with entering five Pascagoula homes on the night of August 16, 1936 and with slugging 79- 
year old Mrs. Fannie Loughridge. 

Claiming the negro was insane, some effort was put forward, but four physicians examined the negro 
and reported to the sheriff that he was sane. Just before the negro was hanged he admitted that he was 
"acting" insane, according to witnesses at the execution.

Pascagoula was shocked and grieved last Saturday morning by the sudden death of Mr. Hermes A. Frederic, 
member of one of Pascagoula's largest and most prominent families, who died at his home in Market street at 8 
o'clock from an attack of acute indigestion.

Lt. Robert Frederic Awarded Air Medal For Part In D-Day Invasion 


From a Ninth Air Force Carrier Base in the European Theatre of War comes the announcement that Lt. Robert 
Q. Frederic of Pascagoula has been awarded the coveted Air Medal for his part in the invasion of France. 

Lieutenant Frederic is the pilot of a paratroop-hauling, glider-towing C-47, and flew in a formation of 900 
planes and gliders of the Ninth Troop Carrier Command, which is a part of the Ninth Air Force and U. S. 
component of the Allied Expeditionary Air Force, and is under the command of Brig. Gen Paul L. Williams, 
leader of the airborne invasion flights of Africa, Sicily and Italy and the dropping of the first troops on the 
Cherbourg peninsula on "D-Day." 

In telling some of his experiences, Lieutenant Frederic said "We took off very early on the eventful day of June 
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6, 1944, and soon assembled into formation, setting our course for the French coast. Everything went swell until 
we reached the French coast where we ran into bad weather and had to fly blind on instruments. As we broke out 
of this overcast, the Jerries had us in their sight and began firing at us, but no apparent damage was done and we 
continued on to the drop zone where we released the glider which we were towing and then hit the deck to fly at 
tree-top level, hedge hopping over both trees and roof-tops, here and there back towards the British coast. All 
around the drop zone we were subjected to heavy machine gun and anti-aircraft fire and the same was 
encountered as we flew back over the French coast. As we flew over the channel we saw some of our planes in 
the water and the allied navies all in unison ready to do their bit. We landed at our home base a bit on the jittery 
side and set about examining our plane just to see how much damage had been done. We soon discovered that 
the Jerries aren't nearly as good marksmen as they claim to be because we had only a few bullet holes here and 
there which were caused by small arms fire." 

Lieutenant Frederic is a graduate from the Pascagoula High school and prior to his entry into the service was 
employed as a machinist by the F. D. Y. Machine Company, in Pascagoula. 

His mother, Mrs. Mary Frederic, to whom the announcement of her son's prowess has been sent from the Ninth 
Command Headquarters in the European Theatre of War, resides on River road, in Pascagoula.

T/Sgt. Robert Q. Frederic, Pascagoula, was fatally injured Tuesday morning in an automobile collision in 
Wichita Falls, Tex., where he was stationed with the air force at Sheppard Field. 

He was the son of Mrs. Mary Frederic, River Road, and husband of the former Miss Frances Smith, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. G. Smith, Pascagoula. 

One Son Survives 

Sgt. and Mrs. Frederic had one child, a two-year-old son, Robert Q. Jr. A member of an old and prominent 
family, he has many relatives and friends residing here. 

Sgt. Frederic was transferred to Sheppard Field from Keesler in November, 1949. He was on his way to the 
field for an interview with the officer second in command in connection with receiving the captain's commission 
he had held in World War II when the accident occurred. 

He had been scheduled to get the commission in about two weeks, members of his family were informed. 

The crash happened in the middle of an intersection and Sgt. Frederic was thrown clear of his car, which veered 
into a telephone pole after the crash, onto the pavement and against the curb. He was rushed to a Wichita Falls 
hospital but died a few minutes after the accident. 

His body was scheduled to arrive in Pascagoula Thursday night accompanied by a close friend, Sgt. S. T. 
Harkey, Sheppard Field. 

On receiving news of the tragedy, a friend from Pascagoula, now stationed at Fort Sill, Okla., Sgt. Walley Cox 
and his wife, drove to Wichita Falls and brought Mrs. Frederic and the little boy to Pascagoula by automobile. 

Funeral services will be conducted today at 3 p. m. from Fails and at 3:30 from the Christ Lutheran church with 
the Rev. Frederick Zuker, pastor, officiating. Interment will be in Machpelah cemetery. 

Military Service Set 

There will be full military rites with personnel from Keesler in charge and serving as honorary pall bearers. 
Active pall bearers are Louis Frederic, Robert Sims, Jack Witchen, Sgt. Harkey, Sgt. Walley Cox and Charles 
Oliver. 

Sgt. Frederic attended Pascagoula high school but entered the service in April, 1942, before his graduation and 
received his diploma after the war was over. 

Before entering the service he was attending flying school at the airport and was working for a commercial 
license. 

He advanced to the rank of captain in the air corps and held the Distinguished Flying Cross with two oak leaf 
clusters. He led his squadron to Europe, by way of South America and Africa, when they were sent overseas and 
also led the squadron home. He took part in the invasions of Normandy and Southern France. 

While stationed in Wichita Falls, he has attended college at night. 

Sgt. Frederic was 29 years old. He and his wife were married January 26, 1947. 

He enlisted in the air force three years ago. Prior to that he and his two brothers operated the Pascagoula 
Machine Shop. 

He was a member of the 3770th training squad at Sheppard Field and was instructor and tactical training 
commander. 

He is survived also by two brothers, Hermes A. and Pol M. Frederic, and three sisters, Mesdames Douglas 
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Clark, Laverne Howard and W. A. Reynolds, all of Pascagoula.

Hermes Fredric Gautier, 74, long time political and civic leader, died at his home at 629 Columbus Drive 


Saturday night. 
Funeral service were held today from the home at 1:45 p.m. and from Our Lady of Victories Catholic Church at 


2 p.m. Burial was in Machpelah Cemetery. 
Mr. Gautier known as Mr. Jackson County, served for 24 years on the Board of Supervisors, four years in the 
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House of Representatives and four years in the Senate of the Mississippi Legislature.
